- Public Power considers it a rigged auction and urges the City Council to vote No
- Mayor’s proposal has a minimum bid of less than 1 percent of the franchise value
- The city hired a consultant who undervalued the franchise
- Public Power wants an additional year to determine the franchise’s real value
